the home for delinquent women in 
Sonoma county as requested by 
the club women of the State, were 
vetoed by Gov. Friend W. Rich- 
ardson today and returned to the 
Legislature just before the forty- 
sixth session was declared ad- 
journed. 

Gov. Richardson explained that 
he could have held these meas- 
ures for thirty days and permitted 
them to die via the pocket veto 
but preferred to have the vetoes 
recorded in the Senate and As- 
sembly journals and to get the 
dills out of the way so as to be 
able to give consideration to other 
pro laws. 

Thirteen of the thirty measures 
Killed by the refusal of Gov. Rich- 
ardson to affix his signature, pro- 
vided for appropriations totaling 
$817,000, not counting the millions 
saved by his vetoing of two old- 
age pension bills which he said 
would “promote extravagance and 
do away with the beneficial ' prac- 
tice of thrift and economy.” 

In his message vetoing the bills 
by Assemblyman Frank Weller of 
Glendale appropriating $150,000 
for the re-establishment of the 
prison farm for women, closed two 
years ago by the Governor, Rich- 
ardson said: 

VETO EXPLAINED 

The matter of a farm for adult 
delinquent women is a problem 
which should be met by the met- 
ropolitan cities. It is not fair to 
unload this expense upon hun- 
dreds of smalier cities which have 
no problem of this kind.“ 

“The Ventura School for Girls 
should have all of the money pos- 
sible and none of it should be d- 
verted to furnish a free State 
sanatorium for adult delinquent 
women.”

Count de Savoy Chemerny will 
return with his bride to Los An- 
geles: will shed his coat and his ti- 
tle and will be welcomed back by 
his employees as Blaise Rocco 
Savage, proprietor of the National

Main street. A Serbian nobleman 
will again fill the role of a hard- 
working American citizen, a role 
he has played for the last five years 
do successfully that not even his 
most intimate friends dreamed of 
the man's titled past. 

The identity of Savage as Count 
de Savoy Chemerny, a prominent 
figure in international affairs only 
a few years ago, was revealed 
when the Los Angeles publisher 
signed the marriage records yes- 
terday at the County Clerk's of- 
fice in Woodland. He used his 
full title in signing. explaining 
that he did so to give his bride 
property rights under the French 
and Serbian laws. 

“| adopted my mother’s maid- 
en name for business purposes in 
this country. he is quoted, as 
saying. “I had no use for the 
empty title.)“ 

Bit by bit Savage reluctantly re- 
leased the story of his life. He 
Was born in Belgrade. Serbia, his 
‘mother an American girl and his 
father a Serbian nobleman in the 
diplomatic service. Educated in 
Paris he came to America in 1912 
and for two years was manager 
‘of a Chicago publishing house. In 
(1914 he went to Canada, joined a 
French army unit there, and went 
to the front. Later he was trans- 
| ferred to a Serbian regiment, and 
rose to a captaincy. 

After the war Blaise Rocco Sav- 
age, Count de Savoy Chemerny, re- 
turned to the United States as a 
member of the Serbian War Mis- 
sion. He served <¢leven months 
with that organization, resigning 
when his countrymen returned to 
Serbia. 

Savage shed his title as one des- 
cards a garment. Although he was 
40 years of age and is sald to have 
been a mester of seventeen lan- 
guages, he felt his education insuf- 
ficient for American bubiness pur- 
poses. As plain Blaise Savage he 
spent a year in high school at 
Olympia, Wash. : 

More than eight months ago Sav- 
age came to Los Angeles, leased 
offices on the fifth floor of 1240 
South Main street, and founded the 
National Linotyping Service. For 
a long time he worked at a linotype 
machine himeelf, before he was 
able to employ othere—but he 
“plugged away,” and today his 
friends say he is on the read to 
success. 

But no one has ever known that 
Blaise Rocco Savage and Count de 
Savoy Chemerny are one and the 
same. His friends knew of his 
Serbian birth; they had heard 
vaguely that he had “lost a for- 
tune” in this country, and that he 
bad served at one time on “some 
kind of war commission’—that was 
all. To them he was just Blaise 
Savage, slender, black-haired, mid- 
night 
and day building up a linotyping 
service. 

The countess de Savoy Chemer- 
ny? She is the daughter of Mrs. 
John Lauskotter and the late Mel- 
vin Moe Byers. Her father was a 
teamster in Woodland, and she met 
Blaise Rocco Savage when she was 
working as a pattern maker for a 
Los Angeles dressifiaking firm. 

The marriage is taking place to- 
day in a Baptist church in Wood- 
land. Dispatches add that after 
the ceremony Mr. and Mrs. Blaise 
Rocco Savage will drive to San 
Francisco in Count de Savey 
Chemerny’'s Ford.

Testimony of Witnesses is 
Taken Rapidly 


Delay in Obtaining Jury 
Quickly Overcome 
Knife and Gun Prominent in 

Evidence

HANFORD, April 25.—The trial 
of Louly A. Kinder in the Kings

Undersheriff Walker testified to 
Kinder driving up to the Sheriff's 
office the morning of the murder, 
saying he had just shot Broderick 
who had been pestering his wife 
for years. But at the same time 
Kinder asserted that the shooting 
had been accidental. 

Constable Dalby testified that 
while Kinder was at the jail await- 
ing to be put in a cell, Kinder re- 
lated certain alleged persecutions 
of Mrs. Kinder by Broderick and 
said that he told Mrs. Kinder, if 
Broderick pestered her again to 
ask him to come to the Kinder 
home, where he could talk to him: 
that when Broderick came by in- 
vitation of Mrs. Kinder, Kinder got 
a gun but with no intention of 
shooting till Broderick made 0 
lunge for the weapon. 

The entire forenoon today was 
taken up by the reading of a state- 
ment made by Defendant Kinder, 
to Dist.-Atty.

That was no 
set-up. 

Johnson beat Bill every round of 
the fifteen. 

Right after that Floyd knocked 
out Mike Nestor and Ray Thomp- 


son. He beat Joe Lohman and 
Fred Fulton. 
Fulton certainly leveled. that 


time if he ever did. 

The winner was to get the Wil- 
lard battle. Johnson knocked FW- 
ton down the first round. Tall 
Frederick got up and tried to 
whittle the westerner down but 
couldn't. Johnson beat him every 
round. 

The Willard bait was first quot- 
ed to Johnson at $50,000. When 
he failed to stop Fulton Rickard 
one Johnson's purse down to $35,- 

“That was the fight of my life,” 
says Floyd.

In aiding digestion, one prevents 
indigestion. There are many causes 
for indigestion; if one learns to 
aid the digestive organs, it is the 
first step in removing the princi- 
pal cause. 
Learning to eat correctly is of 
vital importance in aiding diges- 
tion as well as preventing indiges- 
ton. When we say eat correctly; 
So 
we will only touch on a few of 
the principal points, in the. way of 
explanation. What is meant by cor- 
rect eating? Learn what foods 
combine well at a meal. Then 
‘realize that they should be thor- 
oughly masticated. That one 
should be in the proper frame 
of mind. If one is in an irritable. 
nervous condition, food will not 
digest properly regardless of com- 
~bination or mastication; any more 
than wrong combinations would be 
off by a perfect physical condi- 
tion. ne may be in the best of 
condition physically, in the right 
frame of mind, eat the right com- 


. Dinations; yet_by overeating, eat- 


ing too fast, or both, would still 
He eating incorrectly. On the oth- 
er hand, one may eat a meal cor- 
rectly, yet choose foods that are 
hard to digest, and at the same 
time contain very little energy 
bullding material compared to 
the amount of energy expended in 
digestion. 


‘INACTIVE 

There are many persons who 
have gained a great deal of know!- 
edge regarding food values; yet 
fail to realize the importance of 
exercise; live an inactive life, yet 
ent the same food and quantity 
vey would if living an outdoor 
active life. Nothing should be in- 
duiged in to excess; that applies 
to exercise as well as eating. If 
one learns to do everything in 
moderation, one will oon correct 
many troubles caused by lack of 
moderation. 

There are certain foods which 
@ontain all the mineral salts that 
the body needs, yet are easily di-

gested, meaning a conserving of 
energy as well as removing a lot 
of unnecessary work from the di- 
‘gestive organs. 

Copious drinking of water aids 
digestion if the water is pure, and 
if most of the drinking is done 
between meals, It increases the 
fluidity of the stomach contents; 
and in turn increases or accele- 
rates the admixture of the gas- 
tric juices. 

Digestion, assimilation, circula- 
tion, secretion, excretion, etc., de- 
pends upon the quantity of water 
taken into the system daily. The 
blood receives the water by ab- 
sorption through the linings of 
the stomach and intestinal canal: 
this increases the volume of blood 
and blood corpuscles and supplies 
various nutritive elements for the 
rebuilding of the tissues in the 
intricate human mechanism. The 
disintegration _of the tissues re- 
sults in many poisonous products 
that water dissolves and passes 
out by the action of the kidneys 
and other eliminative organs. 


CHEW FOOD WELL 


Digestion first starte in the 
mouth. When liquid food is taken 
into the mouth, it leaves it very 
quickly, passing by way of the 
throat and gullet to the stomach. 
If the food is solid or largely sol- 
id, it is (or should) be chewed by 
the teeth and acted upon by the 
secretions of the mouth. Saliva 
has the peculiar property or func- 
tion of converting starch into sug- 
ar. This turning of starch into sug- 
ar is one of the useful processes 
of digestion. Sugar, being more 
soluble than starch. will go through 
the membranes and get into the 
blood more readily than starch. 

We learn from the above that 
digestion is a very important fac- 
tor in health. We also learn that 
proper eating is a saving of en- 
ergy as well a8 a protection to the 
digestive organs, And above al. 
do not forget that the health of 
the body depends largely upon the 
proper exercise of its different 
parts.

1 No one familiar with the history of 
France or of the world in general will be 
surprised that rioting has begun in the 
streets of Paris, that the adherents of one 
faction have begun to take the lives and 
destroy the property of another faction. 
During the last three months there have 
been repeated scenes of lawlessness in the 
French Chamber of Deputies. When the 
representatives of the people begin to fight 
in the Chamber their constituents will soon 
come to blows in the streets. © 
On a score of pages of world history it is

The Socialists did it in France in 1848. The 
Commune did it in Paris in 1871; and «a 
coup of violence at the present time would 
not be without ample precedent. 

As tar as the people of this. country are 
concerned we are placed in the situation 
of our forefathers in the last decade of the 
eighteenth century. France hed heiped 
them to gain their freedom. They rejoiced 
when the French started the movement to 
rid themselves of the monarchy. Bat in 
what words of regret were the articles 
couched that told of the bloody shambles 
created by the Terror! In what sorrowful 
tones our representatives in Congress, no 
tably Henry Clay, commented on the bloody 
imperialism of the first Napoleon! : 

France has not yét passed over the abyss. 
A government of lew still exists; but no 
one in his senses can mistake the direction 
in which the people are hurried along by 
wild, unreasoned, unrestrained tongués in 
the French Parliament.

PERSIAN EXILE 


Jenabi Fazl Living Quietly in 
Hollywood F lat 


Persecuted by I Mohammedans 
for Religious Belief 


— — 


Movement Declared Effort to 
Unite Creeds 


BY FE. C. GETSINGER 

It required only a few moments 
in the presence of Jenabi Faz!, the 
Persian philosopher, to convince 
me that he belonged to no class of 
lecturers who offer to exchange 
mysterious powers of understand- 
ing for good Amertean dollars. 

I found Jenabj Faz] enugly 
ciled with Ma. Fazl and two M- 
tle boys, in a modest flat in Holly- 
wood. The younger child, 2 
years of age, is an American, hav- 
ing been rn in Boston. The, 
older boy, 6, having attended our 
schools, speaks Americane like ay 
native, and when his parents 
speak to him in Persian, he an- 
swers in English. 


Jenabi Fazl's English, “though 
somewhat ungrammatical, is flu- 
ent. 


“To the Persians.” he said, “the 
English language is as yet of no 
practical use to any class. Con 
sequently, it has. until quite re- 
cently, not been taught in our 
schools and colleges. I came te 
this great country as a political 
exile, and had not the slightest 
idea of delivering lectures, until 
some friends induced me to speak 
before audiences through an in- 
terpreter. 


NOT A MOHAMMEDAN 


“Were you exiled because you 
belonged tq a reformed Moham- 
medan eect?” I asked him. 

“IT was not, but because of my 
advanced views, Mohammedan 
priests had me imprisoned. I am 
no longer considered a Mohamme- 
dan, because, in Persia, church 
and state are as one, and when 
I was exiled, | Was excommuni- 
cated from my religion am 
now a promoter of the Universal 
Bahal Movement although I never 
lecture on the subject unless re- 
quested to do so. This movement 
was founded by Baha U'lah. in 
1854, and gained a strong follow- 
ing in spite of the fact that more 
than 800 Bahai were massacred 
during ite early struggles. 

“Bahai” means “Seeker of 
Light There is only one universal 
light and source of light, hence 
only one spiritual truth permeates 
the original structure of the seven 


If the adherents of these re- 
ligions of the world would recog- 
nize thig simple basic truth in 
each the other's religion, instead of 
hating and quarreling over the 
difference in the names of things 
divine, then religious and racial 
differences would soon cease. An 
ancient peace was originally de- 
atroyed because of religious mis- 
understanding, hence a modern 
understanding along these lines 
will go far toward removing in- 
ternational antagonisms. 
“The Bahal movement aims to 
induce each individual adherent 
of any religion to endeavor to re- 
new the spirit of his religion in 
actua) practice, and no more call 
himeelf Christian. or Mohamme- 
dan, or Buddhist, etc., and then go. 
forthwith, and act in a manner di- 
rectiy opposite the ethics of his 
religion. The Bahai movement is 
not a new religion, but religion 
renewed.” 

“How many converts to the 
movement are there in America’” 


MAKES NO CONVERTS 

“We make no convefts. in the 
sense that you join something by 
leaving your adopted church. One 
doesn not leave his church, or form 
of worship to be a Bahai. There is 
no need for this. Every indi- 
viduel, whether he has heard of 
this movement or not, who arises 
to serve humanity and contribute 
to the happiness and entlighten- 
ment of makind, is looked upon as 
a Bahal. Such have become im- 
bued with “The Spirit of the Age.” 
as Abdul stated during his travels 


in this country and Europe 
in 1912.” 

“Just what is one of the fun- 
damental principles of the Baha! 


movement.“ 

“One of the fundamental prin- 
ciples was expressed by Raha 
Ullah during his forty years in 
prison. when he wrote, We desire 
but the good of the world and the 
happiness of the nations. We desire 
that unity in faith should make 
all men as brothers. that religipus 
strikte and wars shall cease. and 
differences of race be annulled. 
What harm is there in thi«? Let 
not a man glory in this, that he 
loves his country, let him rather 
glory in this, that he loves his 


“Then Bahai are pacifiate”’” 
“We are pacifistea, but not in the 
accepted meaning of the term. Our 
kind of ‘pacifiem’ is that which 
disarms the individual of the 
hatred and prejudices of his heart 
and spirit, though governments 
may have to eontinue to prepare 
for unlooked-for eventualities.”

TRADE SLOWER IN MARCH 


Distribution Improved; Speculators Take 
Losses; Industry on Saner Basis 


Industry as a whole slowed down considerably in March from the 
comparatively swift pace in the earlier months of the year, says Frank 
Greene in his monthly review of business conditions in the current 
number of the Nation's Business Magazine, published by the Chamber 
Wholesale trade in March also was 
not as active relatively as in January and February and not particularly 
active, even as compared with March a year ago, Mr. Greene writes.

Anent the  star-who-is-made- 
overnight idea, Edwin Carewe has 
some decided opinions, and with 
his young interviewer scribbling 
furiously, made the follow! terse 
statements, his table of nta 
for Beginners: 

Don't be foolish and think that 
because a director looks at you, 
you are ‘made.’

Philip Gibbs Presents Problems, International, Social and 
Domestic, in a New Novel, and Ellen Glasgow Essays 
a Realistic Study of Virginia Life

“stabilizing tripod” is the 
newest invention for sea-going 
movie cameramen. 

It was devised and used during 


the filming of “Keep Smiling,”

Cameramen, who mounted their 

instruments on the slippery for- 
ward cockpit of a plunging speed- 
boat, found that it was virtually 
impossible to keep \ the cameras 
steady while the speedboat bucked 
ithe waves. At one moment thelr 
lenses were pointed at the sky, and 
the next they were perilously near 
water.

They have 
made a contribution to the world 
of art which is both sincere and 
unique. They have expressed that 
great feeling of freedom and 
boundless energy which stands for 
the West, and they have expressed 
its wholesomeness. 

These men and women, and all 
who love the West, rave rejoiced 
in the crescendo of international 
admiration for the work of Rock 
well Kent. Here is an easterner. 
born on the Hudson River some 
forty years ago, who has grasped 
the meaning of America and 
placed it definitely and surely on 
canvas as has no other man of 
this generation. James Gibbons 
Hiuneker, onee referred to Rien 
well Kent as “a combination of 
Walt Whitman and Winslow Hom- 
er.” And like Whistler, yet un- 
like him in every other way. he 
can write. But there is no sting. 
none of the cruelty, the ironic and 
sardonic humor which made 
Whistier feared. 

Rather, in Rockwell Kent is the 
surge of boundless and restiess and 
eternal spring. Here with him 
there is no ennui. Al the ele- 
mental forces, the sun, the moon, 
the stars, the wind and the waves 
exist for the joy of man, and to 
try his ‘mettle. 

Kent is a young man. He Its rep- 
resented in the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum in New York. He is repre- 
sented in many of the great mu- 
seums, both private and public. 
of this country, as a painter. 


Yet in his drawings the great- 
ness of his thought and his vi- 
sion is sometimes most surely re- 
vealed. One hundred years from 
now Rockwell Kent will be the 
Blake of the twentieth century. To 
those critics and those who are 
pessimistic about any great art ev- 
er coming’ from America, I would 
cite them this man. And to him 
who loves adventure and the wilds 
I would cite his two books, “Voy- 
aging.” and “Wilderness.” 

The only canvas to my knowl- 
edge now in the West is his Mon- 
hegan Island,” painted off the 


Maine coast, now in the possession 
of the Biltmore Salon. 

His roving and adventuresome 
spirit has taken him from the 
bleak and zero islands off the Alas- 
kan coast to the terrible seas and 
even more fearsome coasts of Cape 
Horn. He has the feeling of the 
early explorer. 


NEW BOOKS ON ART 
AT PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Three interesting books which 
the art and music department of 
the Les Angeles Public Library 
wishes particularly to call te the 
attention of its readers are the 


follewing: 
Barnes, Albert C. “The Art of 
Painting.” The object of this 


book is to endeavor to correlate 
in the simplest possible form the 
main principles that underlie the 
intelligent approciation of the 
paintings of all periods of time. 
The author has accomplished his 
object. While he handles his sub- 
ject in dexterous fashion and in 
such manner as to show his thor- 
ough conversance with it. yet he 
writes in a clear and direct style 
and with a simplicity of phrasing 
which makes him intelligible even 
to the uninitiated, The pictures re- 
produced are many of them prop- 
erty of the Barnes Foundation and 
are delightfully “new” to most of 


us. 
Sargent, Walter. “Enjoyment of 
Color.” A real lover of his sub- 
ject, Sargent has presented color 
as one of the vital joys of living. 
To educat® our senses so that the 
“ordered relations of hues, the 
qualities of color texture, and the 
harmony of balance tones” will 
awaken our conscious response 
whenever we meet them, is to gain 
a source of constant pleasure from 
the passing panorama of every 
day. In reading Sargent’s lucid 
explanation of color dealing chief- 
ly with the technical side, for in- 
deed his work is intended for a 
text, either as student or appre- 


clater, one finds valuable «seis- 
ance and added zest to interest. 
“Ivan Mestrovic, a Monograph.” 
It has been interesting to watch 
the growth of enthusiasm for the 
work of Mestrovic. We first noted 
articles in the German magazine, 
Deutsche Kunst und Dekoratiin, 
with reproduction of the sculp- 
ture and designs for the chapel at 
Cavtal.

“Deposition from the Cross,” 
one fairly catches ones breath

His work is entirely modern in 
conception and teems with vital 
originality.

Residences Maintain Ratio to 
Total Construction 


Value of public buildings in Los 
Angeles increased 200 per cent in 
five years, it is revealed from sta- 
tistics provided by Eberle & Rig- 


statisticians. In a survey made by 
the firm and announced yesterday 
it is found that in March, 1919, 
the value of structures was esti- 
mated at $350,000,000 on a basis 
of assessed valuation, while by the 
close of 1924 the figure had in- 
creased to $1,100,000,000. 

“This agrees very closely,” the 
report says, “with the gain in as- 
sessment valuation from $127,- 
000.000 in 1919 to $3456,000,000 in 
1924, or an increase of 170 r 
cent. At the present time in Laos 
Angeles the expenditure for bulld- 
ings is about $1200 per capita of 
increased population. 

“One remarkable situation which 
has developed during the last six 
years is brought out by the rela- 
tively steady ratio of the value of 
dwellings to total building values. 
Even with the many expensive of- 
fice buildings, theaters, clubs and 
other similar structures being 
erected in the last three or four 
years the dwelling structures have 
retaineq their ratio of 55 per cent 
to the total building.

“The demand for homes ap- 
pears to be along well-defined 
lines, namely that about 60 per 
cent of the people desire homes 
costing $5000 or less, 20 per cent 
desire homes costing. between 
$5000 and $7500, 15 per cent re- 
quire homes costing about $7500 
and $10,000 and 6 per cent re- 
quire homes of. $10,000 or more. 

“In Southern California the to- 
tal building construction for the 
years from 1919 to 1924 
inclusive was 1.146.207.1980. Dur- 
ing these six years Los Angeles 
has maintained a definite ratio of 
57 per cent of all the bullding 
activity in the ten southern coun- 
tles. The eleven highest cities in 
regard to bullding activity during 
1924 were as follows: Los Angeles,

PORTERVILLE, April 25.—Fig- 
ures just published by the local 
office of the Pacific Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, with issuance 
of a new dir-*tory on the ist 
inst., places Forterville in rank 
with valley cities with a popula- 
tion of 77380. This is considered an 
optimistic sign of healthy growth 
during the past year. 

The census of 1920 gave Porter- 
ville a population of 4097, which 
has generally been considered 
somewhat low. The increase of 
3633 during the past five-year pe- 
riod is in keeping with the re- 
mainder of the State, which has 
rapidly advanced with an influx 
of new people from the East, as 
a result of development of the 
State's industrial] life. 

The telephone company has es- 
tablished seventy-seven new tele- 
phone connections since October 
1. There are now a total of 1546 
stations out of the Porterville ex- 
change. The usual ratio of statisti- 
clans of five persons to a tele- 
phone connection gives an increase 
of 385 in the total population. Us- 
ing the last five years as an é6s- 
timate it is believed the city’s pop-

March, 1925, produced the largest 
volume of passenger car and motor 
truck registrations of any month 
during the last twelve in Califor- 
nia. The third month of the year 
Gleeed with 19,762 registrations, « 
total which netted a loss of only 
8 per cent over March, 1934, which 
was similarly the largest during 
the preceding year. 

Northern California almost broke 
even in comparison with March of 
last year by registering $451 cars, 
compared to 9654 over the com- 
parative peried. The decrease was 
put 3 per cent. 

Southern California, too, fared 
better than it has in other months

What Douglas thinks of the alr- 
cooled motor is best presented by 
quoting a couple of phe 
from a short article he wrote fir. 
Ralph Hamlin’s house organ, The 
Franklin Camel News, last Sep- 
tem@téer. Douglas's views follow: 

“Given equally effective cooling 
in two engines, one by air and one 
by water, there can be no question 
but that the air-cooled engine is 
the best. This is primarily so_be- 
cause there is less chance of the 
air-cooling system — dam- 
aged or becoming less effective due 
to damage. 

“Since air is the primary cooling 
medium, air-cooling of the cylind- 
ers rather than air-cooling of 
water is the most direct and logics! 
method. Air-cooling as it is ef- 
fected in the Franklin car is not 
only perfect under all atmospheric 
conditions. but is doubly effective 
where water-cooling falls—in the 
lower gears on long, hard pulls. To 
make a water-cooled motor func- 
tion properly under the same cir- 
cumstances the fan would have to 
be oversize, which would increase 
the power loss and lead to over- 
cocling, and consequent loss of 
economy, under normal 
conditions.”

COTTON GALORE 

Our road took us first east from 
Mexicali along the border as far 
as Palacco, where we turned south. 
The first twenty miles was a replica 
of the scenes on the American 
side of the line, vast cotton fields, 
interspersed occasionally with al- 
falfa. We crossed the great irri- 
gation canal that carries the water 
which has transformed all of the 
vast acreage on both sides of the 
line from desert to farms, and a 
short distance beyond the desert 
began in earriest. The rugged 
blue line of the Cocopah Moun- 
ine began to draw in closer 
from the West. Black Butte loomed 
up in the east, and the smoke of 
the railroad construction camp 
rose against the desert sky. 

Presently we touched the ghore 
line of the tremendous ocean of 
red silt that the mighty Colorado 
has rolled against the foot of the 
Cocopahs. The road 
through « jungle of cottonwood, 
willow, arrow weed and ‘“Garrizo.” 
When the summer sun melts the 
snows of the Rockies where the 
Colorado heads, and the river 
comes down in flood it covers all 
these flats and the road to San 
Felipe is very definitely closed. 

At El Mayor, forty miles below 
Mexicali the main channel of the 
Colorado, or the Rio Hardy, as the 
Maps show it, swings westward 
clear to the very base of the 
Cocopahs. Here were two or three 
houses on the shore of the river.

4 OVER THE FLATS 
few miles below El Mayor we 
emerged from the jungle of river 
bottom out onto a vast 
of alkali mud. 
smooth as the dry lakes of the 
Mojave, nevertheless travel 
made a v good road out of 
it, and the Cadillac swung into 
— Fifteen miles below 
El Mayor the road forked. The 
left-hand road leads to La Bomba, 
the present port near the mouth 
of the Colorado River, where boats 
of light draft can reach. We kept 
the right-hand road, out across the 
seemingly endless flats. . 

Mirages began to add to the 
weirdness of the trip. Detached 
spurs of the mountains at La Ven- 
tana, fifteen miles ahead, turned 
into floating islands. A car that 
was coming in from ‘La Bomba 
miles away on the flat horizgan was 
— transformed Into a 
sort of little Japanese tea house 
that scuttled across the rim of the 
world in a most laughable fashion. 
Lakes formed.near the mountains, 
with green trees beside them and 
little waves that lapped the shore. 
At La Ventana, which means 
“the window,” there is a curious 
natural window in the wall of one 
of the last spurs of the mountains 
that come down to the flats. Here 
we stopped and had lunch. 


"WARE! POISON WELL 
Six miles below La Ventana we 
made a short side trip to the 
poison well of the Alambique. A 
mining company which operated 
in the hills to the west had sunk 
the well in gone by, and 
finding the water undrinkable, had 
established a condenser and dis- 
tilled enough to furnish water for 
their operations. The condenser 
‘te gone now, but there is grim evi- 
dence of the deadliness of the water 
im the skull of a recent victim who 
drank and died at the well. The 
ten gallons of good water that 
sloshed merrily in a big milk can 
in the tonneau of the Cadillac sud- 
denly seemed to take on a degree 
of preciousness hard to estimate. 
s returned to the main road 
and in a short distance the good 
road over the Mats came to a sud- 
den end. We turned into a sandy 
track through desert of rock and 
sand, cut with innumerable small 
cross Washes from the desert hills 
to the west. Rocks and high 
centers gave a hazard to every 
foot of the way. There are many 
sounds more pleasant to the ear 
than the scraping of a rock under 
your crankcase when you are forty 
miles from water or human habita- 
tion. The remaining forty-two 
miles to Ban Felipe Bay required 
exactly six hours of driving, and 
Maloof pushed the Cadillac to the 
limit of safety. Right here let it 
be suggested that no one attempt 
to make the trip to San Felipe in 
a car that has not adequate clear- 
ance. The Cadillac has more than 
the average, and needed every inch 
it had, and it was probably only by 
virtue of the stout steel pan that 
protects the crank case that we got 
through without trouble.

sort is the sole evidence of a whole- 
sale tragedy of a sort without par- 
allel in the history of the South- 
west.

A ship cap- 
tain who had agreed to take them 
to the port nearest Mexicali, in- 
stead of discharging his human 
cargo at La Bomba unloaded them 
at San Felipe and told them 
Mexicali was only a little way over 


the hill There were 119 who}. 


death, and just two of all that 
number won thelr way to La Bom- 
ba and told their terrible story. 
The Mexican authorities sent out 
troops and gathered the bodies of 
the others where they had fallen 
along the way, and buried them by 
that ainister black hill. Search 
was made for the chip captain, but 
he never came to the gulf again. 

A little way beyond, two more 
— were encountered, one of a 

reek who died on the road last 
fall and one grave made only 
within the past few weeks. A bar- 
rel cactus at the heard, a chunk 
of tronwood at the foot, and a cross 
of smal stones marked the last 
resting place of the latest 
of the road.

There is probably no sport that 
so calls to the nature lover as 
that of trout fishing. I have fol- 
lowed about all the streams in 
Southern Oalifornia and 1 have 


caught share of trout from 
them all. Spring is here and I am 
, think! again of many places 


where I would like to be. 

There is a peculiar longing that 
comes to the true fisherman’ as 
spring draws near. Nothing will 
answer that call of the human 
heart but a trip to some of our 
wonderful trout streams. 

In a bulletin issued by the gov- 
ernment describing a certain 
stream in the high Sierrag it says, 
“This is a fisherman's paradise, 
and one of the best trout streams 
in the world,” 

I think it is, too. I have fished 
in many of them and I like this 
place best of all, for it more truly 
answers all the yearnings of the 
true nature lover's heart, better 
than I have ever had it answered 
any place else. 

For five succeeding years I have 
gone to this place and with each 
year it has continued to unfold 
new. charma. We have always gone 
the same road and climbed the 
same trail and fished in the same 
streams. It has become a sort of 
second home. The home of the 
soul that ie tired with the hustle 
and worry of the civilized life we 
are all Hving so furiously. 


ONE DAY'S DRIVE 

We leave Los Angeles in the 
morning and make the trip to the 
pack station at the foot of the 
trail in one day's driving casily. 
Tt is 210 miles from the city, up 
across the wonderful Mojave Des- 
ert. through Mojave, then on the

Up through Red Rock Canyon, 
on and on, we drive our trusty au- 
tomobile past Little Lake, until 
we come to a packer s home, where 
we have always been accorded a 
royal welcome.

A powerful man physi- 
cally, and as tender as a lady 
where those near and dear to him 
are concerned. | 

He ta usually there to greet you. 
Hie wife will serve with a 
meal, such as you ee! get in 
the city. 

Or is it the appetite which we 
develop after that long drive? At 
least I can truthfully say I have 
been ashamed to pay her the 
modest eum of 75 cents which she 
always charges me, after I have 
eaten as much as I usually do on 
such occasions. As you eat you 
always talk of the trail and the 
mountains that Me at its end. I 
count these things a real part of 
the hunting or fishing trip. They 
are real. After supper we always 
go up to the foot of the trail and 
there on the margin of the des- 
ert, with our backs to the moun- 
tain, make our camp for the nicht.

With the rising of the sun the 
next morning we are up and about.

Forest-covered mountains lle 
before you, fold on fold, ag nature 
has rolled them up. Beautiful val- 
leys fill the breake here and there. 
lAstening, you hear the rushing 
of the river two miles below. 

Tt ie a welcome sound. 

If you leok carefully you may’ 
see a deer on the slope before 
you. I have seen them at three 
different times. 

Then you go down. 

You are aware, that you have 
thus by magic, stepped into a 
different world. Somehow the 
world you have known slips away 
and you breathe a new breath of 
life. 

For a little ways you skirt the 
banks of the South Fork and 
then you ford it and are always 
surprised to see so much water 
in it. 

Perhaps thie is because you 
have just finished a journey across 
the desert. A btouple of hundred 
yarde beyond you come to the 
mountain cabin of Mr. Cowan. 
Here is your sort of home and 
headquarters as long a6 you stay 
in these parts. Mail is brought 
here each day. You can secure 
—— if you are short. From 

ere you have a dosen places to 
go all within easy reach. 

If you want a rest and a place 
where you can catch all the fish 
you can eat there are many places. 
secluded and beautiful, up and 
down ite banks within a mile or 
so that are perfect camping 


The limit of fish can be caught 
in an hour or so most any time 
of the day. If you wish to take 
a stroll into the forests that are 


away they ren. , 

Jorden Hat Springs is only 
three miles from there, which is 
a beautiful place to camp and 
fish if you are jooking for more 
seclusion. Hell Hole, which the 
government bulletin says ts the 
“fisherman's paradise and one of 
the best trout streams in the 
world,” ts only six miles from 
there. Snake Creek lies only about 
four miles to the northwest. 
Around there is one of the best 
deer-hunting grounds in the State. 
I saw four deer hanging in one 
camp there last fall. 

The elevation at Cowans’s moun- 
tain camp is 8518 feet. so it l Al- 
ways cool and pleasant. There ts 
a spring there at his camp, whose 
waters are never warmer than 
40 deg. Fahrenheit. Deer Moun- 
tain. which Mes directly north of 
the cabin, is 9530 feet high. 

Its whole north side is covered 
with an immense pine forest and 
is the favorite breeding place of 
the mother deer. You can see 
them here most any time you want 
to go and look for them. Mt. 
Craig, 9555 feet high. lies about 
a mile west of the cabin. 

Jackass mountain, 98305 feet 
high, lies to the west of Mount 
Craig about four miles. The best 
deer hunting in thie whole range 
is about there, for it seems to be 
the feeding place of the bucks. 


largely on the seeds of the pine 
cones, Some bear come in there 
in the fall to feed on the Manzanita 
berries. At its foot there flows 
Lost Creek. It fs a tributary of 
the South Fork of the Kern, and 
is full of trout. I have caught the 
limit there several times within an 
hour. 1 have seen many deer 
brought out from that country. 

Nine Mile Creek ts the home of 
the golden trout. They are there 
in great numbers. It t the upper 
tributary of the Kern River and 
je in all respects an ideal trout 
stream. Many little waterfalls are 
found, besides numerous cascedes 
of tumbling water. Ideal 
places are all about. I have fish 
and tramped over much of it and 
never yet found anything but beav- 
ty and inspiration. A 

Between every fold of these 
mountains there is sure to be & 
stream and they are ell well 
stocked with several varieties of 
trout. We were campéd last fall 
by a little stream, which came 
from a big spring in the side of a 


mountain. My friend said he was 
disappoint or he wanted to fish. 
I told him to go and fish =

In all the centuries there has been no 
radical change in the manner or method of 
conducting the fishing. The diver drops to 
the bottom, pries a mollusk loose from its 
ledge, places it in a basket and rises to 
the top. 

Sharks are the “bete noir” of the diver. 
Many are the sensational stories told in re 
gard to the peril of these monsters. 

In size, pearls vary from one-quarter 
grain to three hundred grains; but rarely is 
one found, of exquisite luster, weighing 
more than one hundred grains. 

The large ones weighing over a hundred 
grains are called “paragons”—the very 
small ones pass as seed-pearis—dust-pearls. 

India’s potentates had “the call” on all 
this production. They had the pick; and 
drew upon it heavily. The stupendous col- 
lections of the Moguis and Rajahs have 
never been equaled by any individual of the 
Occident. India Maharajahs appeared on 
public occasions covered with magnificent 
péaris valued by experts at millions of dol- 
lars. Oriental records of ancient days men- 
tion pearls as the highest expressfon of 
opulence and luxury—war armor for both 
man and horse was decorated with them; 
and pearl drillers accompanied these war 
expeditions. 

And yet, not always were pearis a lure to 
fascinate the eyes of mankind. On somo 
occasions their glamourous beauty failed to 
register. 

A certain tale runs thus: A traveler pase 


‘ing through the great desert of Africa— 


worn and spent, dusty and famished, almost 
in a state of collapse—saw a bag lying in 
the sand beside the beaten track. Thinking 
it might contain dates which would appease 
his hunger and sustain life, he hastily dis- 
mounted from his camel, picked it up and 
opened it. It contained a handful of rare 
pearls! Casting it far off to one side he 
disappointedly exclaimed: Ah! they are 
only pearis! 

Not all pearls are obtained from the 


oyster; the lowly clam is not without its 


treasure. From this humble relative found 
in many of the fresh water streams in the 
United States come many good specimens. 

Pearls of great size probably are worth 
four times the value of diamonds of the 
same size and weight. 

How long this will continue is uncertain 
for modern man is continually endeavoring 
to speed up nature and improve upon it. 
For some years much attention has been 
given to the artificial production of pearis 
by cultural processes. 

It is done! done well by the Japanese. 
The production of cultural pearls is a sy® 
tematic, highly intelligent method to im- 
prove upon nature, resulting in a certain 
well-ordered output elinifnating the element 
of chance. 

The natural pearl is an accident: In the 
laboratory of nature a grain of sand be- 
comes attached to the inner surface of the 
shell of the meleagrina oyster causing an 
irritation and discomfort te the mollusk. 
To allay this annoyance a film of nacre was 
superimposed upon the intruder complete 
ly enveloping it. Gradually more concentric 
layers were added until a complete pearl 
was the result. Often times a tiny vacuum 
forming on the smooth inner surface be- 
comes the nucleus of a gem; but most fre 
quently it was caused by a parasite known 
as Castode Larva. 

However, the nucleus is not of conse 
quence except to stimulate the secretion of 
the external pallial epithelium covering it 

In these concentric layers lies the value 
of the gem, independent of the center. Per- 
fection of form and exterior lustrous beauty 


constitute the charm and are the great de- 


sideratum. 

From a report by Robert P. Skinner, Con- 
sul-General of the United States at Paris. 
France, to the Department of Commerce, the 
following interesting description of the cul- 
tural production of pearls is obtained:

finished gem. The latter is a true natural 
pearl produced by cultivation, of which the 
initial process is nothing less than a suregi- 
cal operation of grafting by skilled opera- 


In the beginning Mikimoto devoted his at- 
tention ta obtaining an adequate foundation 
stock of pearl oysters. Necessarily the 
cultivation of pedigreed “melefigrinae” was 
a prerequisite to production of the cultured 
pearis themselves. He created a specially 
trained organization of strong young 
women, between eighteen and thirty-five 
years of age, known in Japanese as Ama. 
Their duty consists in diving and arrang- 
ing at certain depths, during the proper 
season, bamboo collectors, to which the 
baby oysters attach themselves and de- 
velop into young “meleagrinae.” 

After three years the latter are arranged 
by the Ama in specially designed wicker 
baskets of iron, coated with coal-tar to re- 
tard the growth of seaweed. The graft 
bearing oysters are thus protected from the 
great rays, octopuses, asterias and other 
predatory submarine enemies. 

The trellises described above are divided 
into seven compartments, or stories, one 
above the other, permitting at all times free 
access of the nourishing sea water. 

The culture cages, accommodating from 
one hundred and five to one hundred and 
forty “meleagrinae,” according to age and 
size, are suspended vertically by steel wires 
to specially designed rafts floated on cork 
buoys. Each raft supports sixty cages, with 
an average of sixty-six hundred pearl 
oysters. The raft units in turn are grouped 
in batteries of twelve, attached to each 
other, each supporting seven hundred and 
twenty cages at a depth of nine to thirteen 
feet, and containing eighty thousand regis- 
tered pearl oysters. The Ama dive regu- 
larly around the rafts for inspection pur- 
poses and to take the temperature of the 
water from attached thermometers. Sud- 
den changes of temperature, formerly so fa- 
tal to the “meleagrinae,” are avoided by 
shifting the rafts to warmer locations in 
the bay. That precaution also avoids the 
disastrous consequences of the Japanese 
“Akashiwo,” or red current, which destroys 
the submarine fauna upon which the oysters 
feed and from which menace other sea 
fishes seek safety in flight. 

The success of pearl culture by Mikimo 
to is due to the ever-increasing skill by 
his specialists, who perform the grafting 
previously described. Their expert know 
edge of the mollusk mantle enables them to 
cut out the epithelium section which will 
secrete the finest laminated nacre. In the 
“meleagrinae” the germinal sack from the 
central portion produces the gem most per- 
fect in form and lustrous in beauty. 

Much litigation has sprung up, relative 
to the distribution of the cultured pearis on 
Paris markets, between the agent for the 
Mikimoto pearls and the powerful French 
syndicate which has heretofore controlled 
the pearl market. 

The reason for this was the indiscrimi- 
nate use of cultured gems with natural ones 
in rings, bracelets, necklaces and pendants. 

It has been proposed to establish an in- 
ternational pear! trust to control the sup- 
ply, distribution and price of both cultured 
and accidental pearls in accordance with 
the fuctuating demand of the world market. 
It is predicted that, inevitably, in any event, 
the cultivated pearls win eventually become 
the principal source of world supply.

| CARE OF 
THE BODY 


The communicability or “catchability” of a 
disease is determined by more than the 
presence t a disease in a definite neigh 
borhood. 

It is true that countless cases where a 
Gisease runs through an entire family will 
be given. It is true that the susceptibility 
of members of one family is greater than 
the susectibility of members of outside 
families largely because the haunts and the 
entire environment is the same within each 
family. * 

The fact that a next door neighbor's child 
has a disedse is by no means sufficient war- 
ranty to presume that your child will get 
it. We have two varied adaptations to the 
question of communicability. On the one 
hand, parents are obsessed with mortal 
fears and follow these fears to an extreme 
degree. Not only the neighbor's children, 
but the neighbor's children’s aunts, forty- 
second cousins, and associated cats and 
dogs are shunned as if they were lepers. 


The “germ-o-mania” is so deeply imbued 
that if parents could sterilize the very air 
their children breathe they would do 80. 
Fear does more toward undermining the 
morale of their children than all the real 
dangers of contagion through contact. 


On the other hand, we have those foolish, 
stupid parents who utterly disregard any 
sensible rules of preventive hygiene, 
They permit their children not only to come 
in contact with other children who are suf- 
fering from acute infectious diseases, but 
pay no attention to the necessary prevent- 
ive measures of ordinary cleanliness and 
hygiene. — 

For instance, to use a handkerchief that 
performed service for a diphtheric child is 
wrong from a sanitary and hygienic view- 
point. Whether you believe in the germ 
theory or not there are certain techniques 
of cleanliness which ought to be obeyed by 
those who believe in dragless work, as well 
as by those who do not. 

I personally saw a woman of a great deal 
of intelligence wash the healthy eye of a 
child, with the same cloth that she used 
in washing a pus-filled infected eye. These 
are perhaps general illustrations of dis 
obedience of elemental laws of sanitation 
or hygiene. There is a sensible medium 
between the two extremes. 

It your neighbor's child is down with an 
acute disease, don't become hysterical. Im- 
munity from contagion lies in good health, 
not in inoculations. The theory of im 
munity by means of inoculations bears nei- 
ther the sound logic of geniune science ‘nor 
the stamp of intelligent reasoning. 

When your neighbor's child or another 
child in the class room is ili with a so 
called communicable disease, keep your 
child away from the diseased child. Then 
strive to build his health by means of 
proper diet and sensible care. Don't have 
him inoculated.

“These results make it apparent that 
years of overburdened digestive functions 
have loaded the tissues with toxina, and 
that a complete cleansing of the system, 
with rest for the organs of digestion and 
A rearrangement in nature and manner of 
food supply, is necessary for regaining a 
physical balance.

until congestion results, the circulation is 
vitiated, and the bowels are filled with 
bilious toxins that poison and repoison in- 
definitely. 

“All babits having a tendency to cause 
digestive disturbance, such as the use of 
tobacco or alcohol, careless eating and over- 
eating, hinder the functioning of the liver. 

“And clogging or interference with its 
duties prevents the blood from receiving 
the benefit of its inspection, and an impure 
product is the result. 

“All parts of the body will show distress- 
ing symptoms of fatigue and of exhaustion 
if the cells of the liver become diseased or 
useless through intemperate living or 
through ignorance of the specific duty be- 
longing to it as an organ of the human 
machine. 

“And this, of course, is true with refer- 
ence to the functions of any other of the 
vital organs of the body; but so closely is 
the liver allied to the immediate work of 
digestion that the detailed description given 
of its labors is deemed essential to a full 
understanding of the method discussed 
herein. 

“As will be discovered, there are two dis- 
tinct plans to be followed when the fast 
is used as a means for the relief and cure 
of disease. 

“One of these requires the patient to con- 
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and complete conclusion, the return of hun- 

ger, and its duration is problematical. 
“The other, ef equal value in milder com- 

plaints than those for which the finish-fast 


is employed, makes use of shorter Intervals ; 
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of abstinence from food, alternating with 
periods of restricted diet. 

“What has been written in this connec- 
tion may then be qualified to the extent 
that, when short fasts of one or two days, 
or of a week are undertaken for the relief 
of temporary indisposition or for the pre- 
vention of acute disease, no such extended 
preparation as is described is needful.” 

For the long fast, the fast that cleanses 
the system to purity, preparation as outlined 
must be precedent. 

The short fast and compulsory fast 
in acute disease may be abruptly begun. 

The salutary caution is added that, 
when impending illness is apparent, several 
weeks or even months of preparatory diet 
will render the system amenable to the 
complete cleansing results of the absolute 
fast, and, barring organic defects, will pre 
clude many unpleasant consequences in 
symptoms. 

The value of the enema or internal bath 
during both the period of preparation and 
the fast itself, as well as its employment 
in health, will later be telly discussed.

In many institutions beans constitute too 
much of a favorite in the vegetable group. 
This is usually because the chef or steward 
does not use sufficient ingenuity. Beans 
have a place in the dietary but they ought 
not to command the important position that 
they at present command. The protein of 
beans is so great as to place it in a similar 
class with meats. 

Elderly people should not consume large 
quantities of protein foods for they are do- 
ing little work to burn up such heat-produc- 
ing fuel. Fresh fruits ought not, as a rule, 
to be consumed with bread stuffs or with the 
cooked vegetable starches. A few general 
laws of combinations should be understood 
by persons suffering from digestive disturb- 
ances. 

Mixing apples or oranges with potatoes 
or with other starches is a well-known diet- 
etic abuse, unappealing, unappetizing and a 
disturbing force in normal digestion. Milk 
should not be consumed with acid fruits. 
If a fruit is to be served for dessert, it 
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should preferably be of the mild, bland type 
such as figs, dates and prunes. If more 
tart fruits as apples and peaches be used as 
dessert they should be stewed slightly. 

Finally, another good dietetic rule for el- 
derly people to follow is not to overeat. 
After many years of giving free leeway to 
abnormal appetites, this may be a difficult 
suggestion to follow. A little self-control 
is usually all that is necessary. 

Where digestion is seriously retarded, 
elimination poor, and distress great, it 
would be better to consume as little food as 
consistently possible until the painful

N THE usual life of man a certain atrophy 
or waste of muscular and bone formation 
takes place in the declining years from fifty 
upward. One area where this degeneration, 
due to old age, occurs more markedly than 
elsewhere is in the jaw bone and gums. 

Physical measurements show that as 
much as one-third of the jaw bone will de- 
generate by the time the average individual 
arrives at the age of seventy or seventy- 
five. Many elderly people are confronted 
with the problem of suitable fitting of arti- 
ficial plates to jaws which are undergoing 
congtant changes. 

It is an unfortunate part of old age that 
artificial teeth seldom or never serve gatis- 
factorily for a long period of time. It is 
not the fault of the dentist. Usually he is a 
skilled, conscientious technician. There is 
no other remedy but the constant change of 
plates to meet the changing bone structure 
of the jaw bones. 

It is important that you have teeth even 
though they be false ones. Of course, it is 
more important by diet and proper exercise 
you seek to preserve the teeth before they 
are lost. But once being lost, false teeth 
are better than none, for even with false 
teeth a certain quantity of mastication and 
food grinding may occur. Teeth are na 
ture’s first aid to good digestion. 

Keep the teeth sound by all means, but 
false teeth are better than none.

Occasionally, one will run across an in- 
dividual whose skin may be fairly clear 
with the exception of brown, yellowish 
blotches distributed all over the body. Popu- 
larly these called liver spots, and the 
title is usually well earned for invariably 
abnormality of the liver exists with the 
skin complaints. 

The liver has a double function. One, to 
furnish the necessary bile which plays so 
important a part in digestion and which 
gives a characteristic color to bowel waste 
substance; the other to act as an internal 
secretion. 

It is the bile of the liver which gives 
color to the hair, pigment to the eyes, and 
protection to the skin in the event of sun- 
burn. 

We call this an internal secretion when, 
through faulty digestion, the liver is com- 
pelled to pour out huge quantities of bile 
and the skin is compelled to take care of 
the excesses. In extreme cases of this kind 
the patient has a disease called jaundice. 
In milder cases he has a sickly, pasty, yel- 
lowish appearance. The cause, as you may 
well suppose, is digestive. 

The irritation which has forced the liver 
to do the excessive quantity of work must 
be removed. Skin lotions, ointments, 
galves, soaps and washes, irrespective of 
the brand and noisy advertisements ap 
pended to them, are usually not the treat- 
ment for this kind of skin-liver disease. The 
diet must be corrected. The gastric and 
intestinal irritation must be removed. The 
abnormal size and the excessive secretion 
of the liver must be reduced. 

A constant physical culture program 
which contracts and expands the abdomen 
should be tried. In physical culture work 
we have a move known as the liver squeeze. 
This is done by raising the hands high, 
clasping them overhead, then bending to 
the right without bending forward. 

A diet of the acid fruits followed for 
several days will bring all the excessive 
bile to the surface ingead of to the blood 
stream.

OME time ago I happened to read a 
8 little account of how Douglas Fair- 

banks keeps physically ft. In the ar- 

ticle I saw nothing of any systematic 
physical health program followed by Doug. 
Instead, it stressed how he obeyed the spirit 
of physical culture rather than the me 
thodical, orderly routine followed by 80 
many. 

I see hundreds of people in my personal 
relationships who take their ten or fifteen 
minutes to the daily dozen inflicted upon 

m, and then wonder why they get such 

results. For the rest of the day they 
ride in automobiles, or street cars, or sit 
placidly with no physical exertion. The 
spirit of physical culture ig far more im- 
portant than the observance of a daily 
dozen. 


As for instance, if you work down town, 
it would be better were you to walk part of 
the way and ride the remainder. If you 
must go on an errand, a few blocks or a mile 
or so, a walk would be better than a ride. 
When you go to your office building or visit 
somebody on the fourth or fifth floor, walk 
up the stairs instead of taking the elevator. 


That is the spirit of physical culture. 


When you go to the beach don't lounge on 
the sands and consume huge meals and 
then wonder why you feel so badly when 
you get home. Swim, leap, dance, frolic; 
that is the way and spirit of physical cul- 
ture. When you have “a night off” join a 
gymnasium class or take a long walk. Prac 
tice deep breathing. See how straight and 
Arm and relaxed you can keep your body. 
Consciously govern muscular co-ordination 
and muscular skill. not only for the few 


minutes you may be listening in to Prof. 


Severn or to Walter Camp's daily dozen, 
but conscientiously do these things all day 
long. 

The spirit of physical culture is never 
for ten or fifteen minutes per day. It is not 
a thing that comes as an unpleasant task 
each morning like taking castor oil. If 
your daily dozen is taken in the light of joy, 
a love duty which thrills you to perform, 


then you truly have the spirit of physical 
culture.

Strangulating Hernia 
OST of you know what hernia is. When 
a loop of the intestine or other organ 
protrudes through an opening where nature 
did not intend it to penetrate, we call that 
condition hernia. 

In men the common type is the inguinal; 
that is a loop of intestine descends into the 
scrotum. In women we have a somewhat 
similar type, femoral hernia. 

Sometimes a hernia quite suddenly be- 
comes very severe. That is, the pressure 
against it may be sufficient to strangulate 
or completely stop the passage of food 
wastes through its opening. The symptoms 
are usually associated with vomiting and 
extreme pain. In most cases the surgeon is 
called upon to remedy the acute condition. 

Perhaps in some cases surgical interfer- 
ence is warranted, but before doing so one 
or two measures might be suggested if the 
emergency should ever arise. 

To relieve the pressure against the herni- 
ated organ, turn the patient upside down so 
that the organs rest on the diaphragm in- 
stead of on the pelvic bones. Shake him 
quite considerably so as to loosen the ad- 
hesions. This usually will meet with suc- 
cess. If there is still some difficulty, inject 
as many quarts of tepid water into the 
bowel through the rectum as can be com- 
fortably stood. 

This usually has the effect of straighten- 
ing the bowel kinks. These are but a few 


suggestions. Probably the emergency 
would never arise with most of you. 

Diet For the Aged 


HAVE received a number of kindly criti- 

cisms because I have not paid as much 
attention to the diet and health problems 
of the aged as I have to the health prob- 
lems of children. 

At the two extremes of life we are, to a 
certain extent, facing problems of a similar 
nature. For the young, as well as for the 
old, impaired digestion of one kind or an- 
other constitutes a menacing question 
against life and health. 

In early life, the human machine has not 


‘gained the strength or sturdiness which it 


will have later. In the later years the 
stresses and strains of life have sapped the 
vitality and to a considerable extent, de- 
stroyed the power of the human machine. 
Oftimes it has broken down in parts, a 
makeshift of the strong and sturdy body of 
younger years. 

It must be handled carefully, tenderly in 
the same sense that we can not feed the 
young and fragile body of the babe any- 
thing we please. Equally as much must we 
be cautious and watchful concerning the 
food we place in the tired, feeble bodies of 
the aged. 

Many similar problems present them- 
selves. Nutrition must be carried on in the 
face of an ever-increasing inability for the 


digestive system to function normally. Con- 


stipation is more the rule than the excep- 
tion in the very old. 

They are compelled to resort to laxatives 
and purgatives of the strongest kinds and, 
far too often, these also are ineffective. 
Gas formation, with its consequent distress 
and discomfort, is moré the rule than the 
exception. The organs of digestion and as- 
similation are frequently impaired or un- 
der-developed. 

Usually very old persons have no teeth. 
Neither has the babe. Usually the stomachs 
of the very old respond to the slightest vari- 
ation from good feeding habits. 

I have occasionally visited institutions 
housing the aged. In practically all of them 
the physical care and attention are exceed- 
ingly good, but the knowledge of dietetics 
is frequently poor. One should know what 
ig not generally good for the aged and what 
is bad to feed their delicate, sensitive, ail- 
ing stomachs. 

The characteristic ham and eggs, bacon 
and mush, coffee and sugar breakfast which 
is the usual rule is in reality placing on the 
weak organ a burden far beyond its natural 
capacity. The average elderly person does 
very little physical work. Because of this 
hb» should consume as little of the highly 
concentrated foods as possible. 

Meat, eggs, sugar. white flour products 
ure concentrated foods that require a great 


Sets. deal of energy for the body to dispose of. 


These foods are also comstipating and pro- 
ductive of considérable quantities of gas.

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originated in the brain ot the fabled dragon. 
They were so lustrous as to be visible at a 
distance of several miles. 


Another ancient supposition was that the 
pearl-oysters rose to the surface of the sea 
water at certain seasons and opened their 
shells to imbibe the dewdrops; these aided 
by the breath of the air and the warm sun- 
light in time transformed them into pearis. 


For centuries this was accepted by 
scholars and the common people alike. 
Later, a more popular belief became preva- 
lent that im the egg of the oyster was the 
origin. 

The Iranians knew them. Necklaces of 
pearls have been exhumed from old tombs 
supposed to be of an age antedating the 
Christian era by several centuries. 

The Bible speaks of the Heavenly City 
and its gates of pearl. The Arabian Koran 
described Paradise as a place where the 
stones, fruits and trees are pearls and other 
precious gems; and every person admitted 
was furnished with a tent of pearis and 
other stones, a crown of the same and at- 
tendants—beautiful maidens resembling 
pearls. 

In old Roman times pearis were known 
as “Margaritae.” a name taken from the 
Greeks, but more commonly as “unio,” as 
each one was unique and not like any other. 

A French scholar assumed that the com- 
mon name for an onion was foisted upon 
the pearl on account of its laminated con- 
struction. 

Emperors adorned themselves, their cloth: 
ing, couches, and even their horses in 
greatest profusion; though it is said Caesar 
forbade their use by women beneath a cer- 
tain rank. 

Pearls came high In those good old days 
—fabulous prices were paid. A Roman gen- 
eral paid the expenses of a military cam- 
paign with the proceeds of the sale of one 
pearl from his mother’s ear pendants. Pliny 
speaks of them as ranking in value first 
among all precious gems. 

Two wonderful large pearls were pre 
sented to Alexander Severus who offered 
them for sale, and found no buyers. He 
hung them in the ears of the statue of 
Venus instead of giving them to his em- 
press, explaining Mis action by saying she 
would set a bad example to other women 
by wearing ornaments of so great a value 
no one could pay for them. 
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PPEARLS of GREAT PRICE -: 


and their persons were loaded with them at 
all public functions. 


In the time of Napoleon, there was in the 
French crown jewels an egg-shaped pearl 
called “la Regente” which weighed three 
hundred and thirty-seven grains. In the 
first century A. D. the largest pearl known 
to Pliny weighed nearly two hundred and 
fifty grains. 

One of the famous gems of later times 
was the “Hope Pearl”"—a drop-shaped 
baroque—weighting eigheen hundred grains. 
This gem was of an irregular pearshape; 
in color shading from a bronze; green cop- 
per tint at the. large end to a fine white 
luster at the smaller end. It was valued at 
$50,000—a price not in proportion to its size 
on account of color. 

White pearls are most valuable, while the 
yellow, pink and grayish or blueish colored 
are of much less value,

valued at from $60 to $600 per ton, accord 
ing to European demand.

From four thousand to five thousand divers 
or fishermen are employed in the business. 

Beautiful hand-carved shells come from 
New Caledonia near Australia, where the 
work is done by convict labor. Some of

marvelous skill he cuts through the frail 
shell leaving an exquisite, delicate lace pat- 
tern fabric. So fragile are these they will 
almost float on air. 


After centuries of exploitation the fishing 
grounds of Ceylon, India and the Persian 
Gulf stili furnish the bulk of the output for 
the pearl market. Thirty to forty thousand 
divers are employed, exclusively for pearls. 
The shell, itself, has become a source of 
wealth greater in many instances than the 
pearl. 

The most prolific pearl producer in the 
family of pearl oysters is the “Margariti- 
fera Vulgaris” found im the waters of the 
Persian Gulf and the Gulf of Mapaar. 

It yields the bulk of the seed pearls and 
medium sizes ranging from ten to twelve 
grains in weight, and brings the maximum 
price on account of its superior luster and 
form. The local value of the yearlygoutput 
of pearls and shells will approximate 
$6,000,000 or $7,000,000. 

In Persia and India it ig*estimaied that 
one-third of the wealth of those countries is 
in jewels; and they are guarded as jealous 
ly as are their harems. Any interest shown 
by travelers in either is looked upon with 
suspicion. Not being well provided with 
safes and vaults they stow the gems away 
in. strange receptacies—old cans, flower 
pots, old rage—anyvthing that will not ap 
pear of value and attract attention. 

The fishing fleet consists of several hun 
dred boats of various sizes and rigs, of a 
great diversity of types in hull and rigging. 
Some are broad and roomy, some narrow 
and speedy, painted bright red, green or yel- 
low. They are arranged in divisions of fifty 
boatse—each boat carries from twelve to 
sixty-five, with an average for the fleet of 
thirty-five men to a boat. 


At some of the largest fisheries there will 
be seven or eight thousand boats assembled, 
accommodating a conglomerate mass uf 
humanity of all races and castes. These, 
with the women, merchants and entertain- 
ers, make up a settlement of perhaps forty 
thousand people. 

The season lasts from six to eight weeks 
—uniless reduced by storms to a bare thirty 
days—to six months, in some of the groups. 
It is a short life if not always a merry one. 

The Arabs are considered the best divers, 
being more energetic and skiliful. They 
take good care of themselves, physically, 
drying their bodies thoroughly on coming 
out of the water; and take frequent rests. 
Also they are very abstemious, doing very 
little eating while at work. 

They generally work in pairs—ene going 
down to the bottem for a few minutes while 
his fellow rests; thug they make, during 
the day, forty or fifty descents.

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OUR-THIRTY in the 3 
“Everybody get up, get up, get up! 
Everybody get up, get up!” 

Nobody knows just where the cal 
starts, but it is at once taken up and re 
peated and passed along, until i has 
reached the farthermost limits of the camp 
almost before tae voice of the first caller 
has ceased to vibrate. 


The whole camp is astir on the moment. 
There must be no sleepyheads for we are 
off on the high trail, and Alta Meadow, 
where our next camp is to be, ts twelve 
miles away—and the trail, too, is a skyward- 
climbing one. Then there is much to be 
. done before the pack train can be got away 
on the trail. 


While most of the work and worry of 
“breaking camp” falls upon the packers and 
those in charge of the commissary, we, the 
, trampers, have our own petty troubles—not 
the least of which is trying to get our dun- 
nage down to thirty-five pounds, when we 
have on hand ten of fifteen pounds more 
than that. Thirty-five pounds is the limit, 
and we must carry the remainder our- 
selves or leave it behind. The scales hang 
from the limb of a tree near the commis 
sary. A volunteer weighmaster stands 
guard. The Sterrans are coming in from 
every direction with their dunnage base 
packing, dragging, lugging, each one after 
his own fashion. 

Happy are those who have brought their 
stuff over to the scales the evening before, 
and have made sure their dunnage is not 
overweight. Most of the old-timers are in 
this class, for not only have they very like- 
ly learned .their lesson through sad experi- 
ence on some previous outing, but they 
have also mastered the science of “going 
light“ and know how small a person's needs 
really are when out on the trail. 

But the newcomers! Theirs is a hard lot. 

The dunnage bags are all in, and corded 
up in long piles. The packers come in with 
their animale—mostly mules, although there 
is a fair sprinkling of horses. The animals 
are in “strings” of five or six, besides the 
horse which the packer rides—-the half- 
dozen really forming a continuous string. 
as each animal is successively attached to 
the one immediately before it by a sRort 
rope. 

The pack saddles are fitted with straps es- 
pecially designed for the work, securely fas- 
tening two bags on each side. A fifth bag, 
or other stuff of like weight, is placed on 
top to complete the load. For the commis 
sary goods boxes are used mostly, although 
there are some of the usual “kyacs” or @al- 
forjas” in evidence. The galvanized iron 
tubs and buckets are “nested” and become 
some of the “stuff” that is used to “top” 
out the side packs of dunnage bags. Each 
of the large sheet-iron stoves finds a se 
cure berth in the same way. It makes the 
load look top heavy, but as there is very 
little weight to the stove, the pack rides 
perfectly secure. The animals carrying the 
stoves always go in the same string, and as 
they pass along the trail, the bulky packs 
swinging up and down, and from side to 
side, they make a picturesque sight—re- 
- minding one of pictures of camel caravans 
an the desert. 

The cavaicade which moves along the 
trail, when it is grouped at all close togeth- 
er, is an imposing one. This “close forma- 
tion” seldom happens, however. The pack 
train is more apt to be strung along for 
miles. The “advance guard“ may even be 
arriving at the next camping place before 
the tail-end has left the previous one, The 


same thing applies to 
the trampers. They are 
scattered out along the 
trail for miles. Some 
have covered the inter- 
vening ten or a dozen 
miles by noon, or even 
sooner, while others will 
be wandering into camp 
when dusk is already 
settling down—happy if 
S they are still in time to 
get a bite to eat. 


The high places! For the first three 
miles from Crescent Meadow the route is 
over the same trail we took yesterday on 
our tour of the Giant Forest. The meadow 
is a sea of dew, and anyone who Wanders 
from the path which crosses it is soon wet 
to his hips, and he leaves a trail of dark- 
green in the silvery field behind him. 


At fivethirty the sun has been up an 
hour, and the tops of the trees have long 
been bathed in light; but there is a solemn 
stillness in the forest, and the trail is like 
a dimly lighted corridor in a great cathedral. 
The trail is turf-like in the moist air, and 
our footsteps fall almost noiselessly upon 
it as we pass along: and our voices, when 
we speak at all, are subdued and softened 
as if we were in a place of worship, or on 
@ spot sacred to divinity! 


We do not hurry; but we dare not linger, 
because of the long trail and the uphill 
pull which lie ahead of us. At the McKin- 
ley Tree we turn into the Alta Meadow 
Trail and strike off toward the northeast. 
We soon leave the last of the sequoias be- 


hind us, while the pines and firs are no. 


longer the giants we found around Crescent 
Meadow and the other places where the big 
trees grow. Soon the trail mounts stiffly 
upward, and a shortness of breath warns us 
to take things more leisurely. The pace of 
the trampers slows up; bowlders and logs 
alongside the trail become convenient rest 
ing places, and we pass and repass one an- 
other, as we alternately climb and rest, the 
process serving as a convenient means of 
introduction and goed fellowship. 

Yellow and sugar pines are with us for 
awhile, and among them scattering white 
firs—the “balsam-fir” of the West. But as

we climb higher, the pines give way to a 
solid stand of fir. Here and there the trali 
is wet from trickling streams that have the 
habit of trying to follow every path they 
come to, instead of crossing them directly. 
as all well-ordered rivulets should do. 

We are at an elevation of nearly nine 
thousand feet now, so we find the trail 
“straightening out,” as far as upward ele 
vation is concerned—and much to our sat- 
isfaction, as it is pleasant to know that the 
major part of one's climb lies behind. The 
forest is solidly lodgepole-pine, and the

breadth— three ben perhaps, by half as 
much—and is sprinkled with groups of 
trees, bunches of willows, gardens of flow- 
ers, and pastures of grass which must look 
like Elysian. fields to the pack animals. 

From the ridge, the trail runs straight 
down through a field of bleeding hearts (Di 
centra formosa) for nearly half a mile. For 
fully half the distance the flowers stand in 
solid, unbroken array, with the trafl a nar- 
row ribbon-like slit cutting through the 
pink-and-white field! These bleeding 
hearts seem to avoid the wet places, but 
people the adjoining gravelly slopes in my- 
riads. 

From Alta Meadow we trek to Redwood 
Meadow, on the other side of the Middle 
Fork of the Keweah. We can look across 
the canyon, and the distance is only about 
five miles in an air-line. But on account of 
the wrinkles in the trail—sidewise and up- 
and-down—we can confidently multiply the 
air line by two-and-a-half or three to get the 
actual distance we must cover. We must 
drop about four thousand feet, too—woll 
on to a mile—and then climb up nearly half 
that much on the other side. So we realize 
that a full day’s work is cut out for us. 


There is a choice of routes: one is by 
way of Bearpaw Meadow—southeast of, and 
much lower, than Alta Meadow—abandoned 
now these twenty years, but still occasion- 
ally traveled, as it is the most direct route 
to Redwood Meadow for anyone who hap- 
pens to be at the former place. But, in the 
language of Charley Tuck, the Celestial who 
was “chef” of the outings from their be 
ginning until he passed on to his reward, 
and who came over this route with the

trail becomes a picturésque one as it winds 
in and out among the gray trunks, from 


" which the wiry limbs droop in a friendly 


fashion, as if to bid you welcome to tbe 
heights. The foliage is short and stiff, and 
discouraging to the last degree to anyone 
seeking “mountain feathers” for the making 
of an open-air bed mattress. 

There are streams in al! 
plentifully fed just at this time by the 
melting snow on the slopes above. One of 
the larger canyons is by way of courtesy 
called Merton's Meadow, although it is 
mostly a slope of roof-like steepness, and 
is more plentifully sprinkled with bowlders 
and scraggly lodgepole-pines than with for- 
age of any sort. It is a pleasant diversion 
on the trail, however. Several streams 
cascade down from above and race away 
among the bowlders and gnarly roots of 
the trees. There are flowers and ferns and 
mosses on the stream banks and among 
the rocks; and just below the trail there 
is really @ patch where grass is almost 
plentiful enough to make the place deserv- 
ing of the name of meadow. There is 
shade, too, which how at high noon we are 
finding altogether pleasant. So we stop to 
lunch. Some of our comrades of the trail 
who have preceded us are busy making 
tea, opening cans, and im other lunch prep- 
arations, when we arrive. The pack-train 
overtakes us, and the packers decide that 
it is time to lunch. So they stop and turn 
out; whieh means that they get their ani- 


mals off the trail, if they canh—in this case 


with no very great amount of success— 
where the beasts stand with their packs still 
on, while their masters are “satisfying the in- 
ner man.” String after string comes up. 

A mile or two beyond Merton's Meadow 
we turn the last. point and look out upon 
Alta Meadow. Here is a real mountain 
park, one of those “sky parlors” that we 
so often find throughout the Sierra Nevada 
at about this aljitude. It has length and 


club of 1904, it is “one heap damn 
“trail.” About three-fourths of our trampers 
take this route, however—all later report- 
ing that Charley Tuck's judgment on trails 
was that of an expert: 

The alternative route is to back-track on 
the Giant Forest—Alta Meadow Trail— 
about three or four miles, to where the 
Seven-mile Hill Trail branches off for Red- 
wood Meadow. The pack train and all the 
mounted Sierrans take this route, perforce. 

There is a grove of sequolas at Redwood 
Meadow-—-whence the name, for the big 
trees are quite generally known through- 
out the Sierras as “redwoods.” The mea- 
dow itself is quite a’ s mail affair, not more 
than eight or ten acres, and is 
throughout. But it furnishes forage, and is 
the only place anyways near that does. 

Cliff Creek Canyon is the site of our next 
stop. In the memory of most of the “camp- 
ers and frampers” on this trip it vies with 
that of the next one in order—in Little 
Five-Lake Basin—as the most pleasing and 
delightful of the whole outing. When the 
choice is narrowed to a single place, Cliff 
Creek would easily capture honors. This is 
partly because of the somewhat 
change to Alpine conditions from the mild- 
er climate below, an@ partly because we 
had here left behind us the traveled trails; 
but more, I feel sure, on account of the pat- 
ural beauty and wildness of the canyon it- 
self. Not more than half a mile wide in 
the vicinity of our camp, the gorge is hemmed 
in with walis that rise to nearly twice that, 
Sheer and in most places unscalable. Not 
far below our camp, the floor of the gorge 
dropped off with a suddenness that seemed 
to leave us on a shelf somewhere up in the 
sky. When we looked up the canyon, we 
saw still other and higher ahelves waiting 
for us to explore. And some of these “up- 
per stories” we did explore on the day 
which fell between the afternoon of our 
coming and the morning of our going.

AND NOW---AUTO GOLF 


UTO golf is a game that can be 
played the year ‘round in all en- 
mate. A pedestrian serves as the 
ball. This game differs from regu- 
lar golf in that you've supposed to “murder 
the ball.” A city street is the fairway. The 
course is eighteen blocks long, each biock 
representing a hole. 

A hospital fe located at the end of each 
block in the first sixteen. These hospitals 
are the “greens.” The seventeenth and 
eighteenth greens are a morgue and ceme 
tery respectively. 

The object of the game is to land one ball 
on each of the eighteen greens in the few- 
est possible number of strokes. Sixteen 
crippled, one dead and one buried is a full 


game. 

The pedestrian is on his feet at the be- 
ginning of play (teed up, 80 to speak) and 
the first stroke is the “drive.” The player 
is supposed to start his car with a slow 
rhythmical motion (the downswing) and 
speed it up at the point of impact. After 
the first stroke the pedestrian must be 
“played from where he lies.” If correctly 
hit he will be driven straight down the 
street and the second shot will be easy. If, 
however, you hook or sliee him into the 
gutter he's in a trap and must be played 
out with a motorcycle. The motorcycie is 
also used in extreme cases when playing 
out of the rough (the sidewalk.) If you 
knock the pedestrian through a shop win- 
dow he’s “out of bounds,” and another 
pedestrian must be dropped, penalty one 
stroke. 7

Behold him, therefore, leaving this call- 
ing card at the iron-grilled, brass-studded 
doors of various conservative and reluctant 
old establishments along the Andean Coast:

Observe him, likewise, strutting through 
the palm-fronded plaza at Antofagasta, with 
his hand figuratively over his heart, listen- 
ing to the band music of his privately ar- 
ranged evening promenade, and exchanging 
electric glances of a high voltage with the 
hazardous young woman who, in an acute 
angle of their acquaintance, was to become 
known to him as the Senorita Dulcinea 
Fulana De Tal. 

This was the culmination—the last act, 
so to say—of a drama he had been con- 
structing for himself for a number of years. 
Up to this point it had been entirely imag- 
inative. Now it suddenly turned real, and 
he walked on to his own stage. 

It was upon a stage, in fact, that the 
affair had begun; to be precise, a Wiscon- 
sin vaudeville platform. Until the moment 
when Paquita Torralva flashed into the the- 
ater’s spotlight he had been generally un- 
aware of the Spanish world. It meant to 
him little more than a few vague historical 
echoes, associated with wars, galleons, Pe- 
ruvian ingots, and Christopher Columbus. 
It did not appeal to his poetic sentiment. 
But with the first magnificent lifting of her 
shoulders as she swept into her dance, 
Spain suddenly embodied itself, for him, 
into an emotion. 

While Paquita was awhirl, a red flame of 
a woman, he was able to erect a large num- 
ber of Spanish castles. The clamor of the 
castanets incited his imagination into star- 
tling postures. The vivacity of her tall, 
thudding heels, the serpentine grace of 
scarf-bound waist and hips, a glitter of eyes 
fringed by lashes of the deepest jet, and 
the audacity of & white comb tilted a dozen 
inches high from her piled hair, precipi- 
tated him into all sorts of sentimental gym- 
nastics. 

* But Paquita has little to do with Vander- 

e's personal scenario, She appears only 
in the first act. 

Vanderbee thought of her as a bit of 
scaffolding for his skyscraper in Spain. He 
did not füll nearer to those starry black 
eyes, or to the crimson lips, curving into a 
Castilian lisp. And his own part in this 
introductory business was playing wholly in 
the orchestra circle. 

His role, so far as he could describe it, 
consisted of an emotiona) readjustment, a 
general rearrangement of the furniture of 


bis mind. He bad seen Russian dancers, the Customs House at Callao, that the paseo

but had never quite been translated thereby 
into a Tartar ecstasy. Inoculated stage 
versions of the hula-hula had bored him 
sufficiently to ward off the pol-eating plague 
of Polynesia. And as for geisha girise— 
even the genuine collection of them exhib- 
ited in a Japanese tea house in San Fran- 
cisco—they were able to inspire in him 
scarcely more of the cherry-blossom ro 
mance of Lafcadio Hearn than a cracked 
phonograph record ot the most familiar aria 
from “Mme. Butterfly.” 

But Paquita’s red-lipped lisp, to say noth- 
ing of the remainder of her charms incarna- 
dine, was the open sesame to his inmost 
chamber of sentiment. 

He felt within himself no hackneyed mod- 
ern sheik, but rather the reincarnation of 
some old Moorish chieftain of Spain; if he 
did not actually imagine himself to be the 
return of Tarik, or of Boabdil, he fancied 
if he had but lived in another age he might 
have had a history as chromatic as either 
of these. 


It was privately distressing, however, 
that in his present corporeal composition 
there was not the heroic modeling of any 
legendary paladin. He was biond of hair, 
and the sallowness of a student sat upon 
cheeks that should have been dyed with 
at least the twilight tint of mingled Span- 
fard and Moor. His brow was that of a 
minor poet rather than of a Cid Campeador. 
If he was bandsome—and his mother 
thought so—he was scarcely of the hidalgo 
pattern that would have permitted him to 
step undetected into a canvas of Zuloaga. 

To compensate, if possible, for these de- 
ficiencies, Vanderbee examined his escutch- 
eon. He had a magnificent time swinging 
from limb to limb of his family tree, mak- 
ing a vain effort to find some telltale branch 
of Andalusian cork or Iberian olive. The 
tree proved, however, to be an ungratted 
New England chestnut. 


This lack of a corporeal and consangui- 
Spanish background, though disap 
pointing, did not enfeeble his emotional ak- 
finity for things of the Spanish world. Pa- 
quita was the flaming insignia of that world. 
He followed her through four one-night 
stands and into three larger towns where 
she was billed for a full week. Sales of 
evaporated milk fell of and there was a 
caustic telegram from the home office. 

But in spite of this circumstance—pos- 
sibly some subtle consequence of it—there 
came the managerial reveille that called 
bim to South America. 

His mother wept. Poetry was all very 
well in books, but hardly suitable to the 
prose affairs of one’s only son. She re 
gretted her choice of names. It would have 
been better if she had called him George 
or Jobn. 

To Robert Browning, however, this was 
the threshold of his poetic romance. “You 


wouldn't want me to mildew in the unro- 


mantic Middle West?” he argued. 

“I can't bear to think of your bringing 
home one of those Carmen creatures with 
a dagger in her stocking,” moaned his ir- 
relevant mother. 

He was pleasantly stimulated by the idea. 
Her deprecation of it, however, led him to 
words that later became cause for regret. 
“I suppose,” he retorted, “you'd be happy 
if I were to marry the vegetable daughter 
of a Wisconsin cheese-maker?f” 

Mrs. Vanderbee sighed, for it was easy to 
deduce that her son's imagination was filled 
with Paquitas, not with the comfortable 
heiresses of Wisconsin dairies. 

South America, he explained to her with 
enthusiasm, was not quite Spain, but it was 
at least Spanish. It could be made to serve 
his romantic purposes. He would gloss it 
over until it wore as much of the sheen of 
fancy as glitters.in a tale of the Alhambra. 

Unfortunately, as it came to pass, South 
America would not take the gloss very well. 
Vanderbee found the west coast republics 
Spanish enough, but they were empty of the 
click of castanets, and the thudding of a 
Paquita’s incisive heels. He saw no bull- 
fights, no silk-and-velvet troubadours pluck- 
ing guitar strings before the bars of a se- 
norita’s window. The theaters offered little 
more than French comedy and Wild West 
moving pictures. Above all else, there was 
seldom a paseo to fill the dusty plazas with 
the life and color of traditional Spain. 

This was the culminating disillusion. He 
was assured by Don Enrique Alvarado, in

E girl with the modish clothes, with 
her hair marcelled—the girl with 
style—is the girl who gets the best 
job, the attention, and, when she so de- 
crees, the husband. The orphan whose face 
is clean and whose clothes are neat, is the 
child who wins a home. And the home 
whose owner sets it with a frame of living 
green, wisely chosen and properly placed, 
is the home that has ready sale over sim- 
ilar houses unadorned. And the owner who 
makes his home beautiful by the proper 
use of decorative plants, not only adds to 
the actual monetary value of the place, but 
satisfies his soul. 


There is no place in the world where 
home makers take more pride and pleasure 
in the use of ornamental shrubbery and 
lowering plants than in Southern Califor- 
nia. in other lands, where summer smiles 
sufficiently, the grand places of the rich are 
planned by expert landscape gardeners. 
Such are not lacking here, but here as 
well are smaller places, little cottages, 
which rival and sometimes surpass in beau- 
ty the home of the millionaire. 

Tourist, sightseer, prospective investors 
do not see the house itself, but a neat lit- 


tle home, set in a frame of greenery, with 
foliage blending yet contrasting, with just 
the right touch of rich color from flowers 
or berrier, as artfully placed as the bright 
touch on the gown of a fascinating woman. 
Study and proper maintenance can make al- 
most every home a thing of beauty. 


The well-kept lawn, massed groups of 
shrubbery, vining plants which break straight 
lines and melt them into the landscape. 
neatly clipped hedges all give evidence not 
only of the wishes of the owner, but of his 
knowledge of plants and their relative val- 
ues. 

Many persona want to improve their 
homesites, but hesitate because they do not 
know how. Experience has taught that the 
first step is to prepare a plan. Map it out 
as nearly to scale as possible and place on 
it just where you think each kind of plant, 
shrub and tree should be. If you are in 
doubt as to arrangement, the nearest nur- 
seryman can advise as to the ultimate size 
of shrubs, or the colors of their blossoms or 
berries. You need not be in the dark as 
to ultimate results. 

Evergreen shrubs are most popular in 
Southern California, probably because we

mates, where the bare limbs of the trees are 
exposed in fall and winter. An old favor- 
ite is Viburnum tinus, commonly called 
Laurustinus. it has dark green leaves and 
a continuous succession of red buds and 
clusters of white flowers. Other old favor- 
ites are English laurel (prunus laurocera- 
sus,) Evonymus Japonica, Choicya ternata 
and Abella rupestris. 

Some evergreens from Australia are pop- 
ular, though not so hardy. Several varie- 
ties of pittosporums grow into large shrubs. 
Pittisporum undulatum has large, light 

leaves and sometimes grows to a 
height of twenty to thirty feet. Pittispor- 
um tobria has darker leaves and a white, 
fragrant blossom, much like that of the or- 
ange. Pittosporum nigricans has leaves of 
creamy tint, contrasting with dark twigs. 
Other introductions from Australia are 
Grevillea thelemania, with feathery, green 
foliage and red flowers; Coprosma baueri. 
with very glossy green leaves, and the ver- 
onicas, which have purple and lavender 
blossoms. 

Almost any nurseryman can show these 
shrubs, and the home maker may decide

Often the most beautiful flowering shrubs 
are deciduous—shed their leaves. For ex- 
ample, the tamarix is a mass of pink bilos- 
soms in April; the flowering peach and al- 
mond, the syringa, the lilac, the spireas 
and Wigelia rosae are all deciduous, but 
are particularly beautiful when blooming. 

There are formal plants for entrances 
and about porches. The most popular is 
English box, which may be trimmed singly 
in pyramids or spheres, and square for 
hedges. They are green the year around. 

Always a place would be left for roses 
and annual perennial flowers. It is better 
to place them in the rear of the house, 
where a glimpse of them is luring. There 
they may be arranged so that they will be 
easy to pick and furnish plenty of color. 
Roses and herbacious planis should be 
fertilized and the soil cultivated to prevent 
caking and weeds. 

The owner of a big place seldom has the 
leisure to plan and plant his own grounds. 
But the owner of the little place can do 
most of the work himself, and he will find 
no other hobby so pleasant or so profitable.

colonies underground at 12,000 to 19,000 
feet altitude on the eastern slopes of the 
Andes in Chile, Peru, Bolivia and the Ar- 
gentine. The fur is dense, soft and fragile, 
from an inch to an inch and a half deep, 
a decided slate blue about half its length 
and merging into a delicate French pearly- 
gray, handsomely mottled with black at 
the end of each hair. On the sides and 
belly it is creamy white. Nature produces 
nothing more exquisite. It cannot possibly 
be imitated with any degree of success. 
The hairs are in bunches like those of a 
toothbrush, perhaps 500 each, and very 
closely and regularly set.

The sire of Prince Aaggie is Sir Aaggie 
DeKol Acme, a son of Aralia DeKol Pontiac 
Segis, and out of the phenomenal producing 
cow, Aaggie Acme of Riverside II, with a 
record of 1331.78 pounds of butter from 24.- 
690 pounds of milk in a year. His dam is 
Aralia® DeKol Mead Il, with a record of 
1303.84 pounds of butter from 26,936.50 
pounds of milk in a year. The same cow 
also holds the world’s record for butter in 
two-time-a-day milkings for 365 days, witha 
production of 1072.08 pounds: and the 
world’s record for both milkand butter (two 
times milking per day) for 305 days with a 


production of 972.04 pounds of butter from 
20,589.10 pounds of milk. 


The pedigree of Prince Aaggie of Beryl- 
wood is strongly made up of the blood of 
King Segis Pontiac, Juliana King of River- 
side, and the DeKol and Aralia families. 
The blood lines are so blended as to bring 
out one of the highest record combinations 
that has yet been developed by Holstein 
breeders.

swinging it aboard ship from a rowboat at 
Iquique, wharfless port, one of the females 
sickened and died mainly from extreme 
age but the others appear to be thoroughly 
acclimated and as much at home as the fam- 
ily dog, an airedale that seems to amuse 
them. They are kept in a large screened 
building divided into a dozen pens ten by 
twelve feet. In each of these is a con- 
crete box, oven-shaped, eighteen by twelve 
inches inside measurement and 

partly underground for cool comfort. To 
afford security these are heavily padlocked. 

THE BEASTS THEMSELVES 

Three chinchillas eat only about as much 
as one chicken, hence it will be seen that 
their feed bill is a minor item. in their 
far-off haunts they subsist on a certain deer 
grass and the roots of a small bush for 
which they travel considerable distances; 
but in captivity they quickly forsook these 
and showed eager preference for the varie- 
ty Mr. Chapman provided them. This con- 
sists of field corn, alfalfa hay, carrot tops, 
corn meal, all kinds of green and dried 
fruits, shredded wheat—anything along veg- 
etarian lines. 

He has kept them three months at a time 
on corn alone, and for equal periods on 
green alfalfa. They cannot be starved to 
the extent of consuming anything that 
would be harmful, thus disclosing better 
judgment than most persons. Though re- 
quiring much salt, they drink no more wa- 
| ter than cats and readily abstain for a week. 
The natives assured Mr. Chapman that 
water would kill them, which is an index 
to the extent of South American knowledge 
regarding these mammals. It is nil. They 
are so fond of nuts that they will sit on 
their haunches and beg persistently, in the 
cutest and most appealing manner imagin- 
able, like spoiled children. 

They are faultlessly clean, odorless and 
friendly and make adorable pets. They 
like to play and run all over those they 
know, but are nervous when caught and 


/handled, not having been long enough do- 


mesticated to feel safe. They have more 
intelligence than a rabbit, perhaps about 
that of a gray squirrel, like which they 

When especially pleased they seem 
to croon and coo. 

So valuable are his pets they all are 
that—and such his concern for their wel- 
fare that the owner would not permit a 
veterinarian to touch them under any 
circumstances. Instead he has the family 
physician call frequently to look them over 
and become acquainted. The doctor en- 
joys the situation and feels the gravity with 
which illness among his strange patients 
would be considered. Thus far he has not 
had occasion to prescribe for any of them. 
They are markedly healthy and spry and 
apparently much less likely to die than 
would be as many cattle, pigs or horses. 
The chinchilla mortality rate is exceedingly 
low. Mr. Chapman’s close observation 
leads him to believe that their- average 
‘lifetime is sixteen to twenty years, possibly 
longer, and illness rare. He still has the 
‘first caught for him wild, a male known to 
be not less than eleven years of age. This 
animal, far from exhibiting symptoms of 
feebleness, is the admiring father of a lit- 
ter of three recently born. ‘ 


WORKED UNDER DIFFICULTIES 


Mr. Chapman became interested in chin- 
chillis when he learned of their decimation 
and imminent peril of extinction, and de- 
termined to undertake saving them because 
everybody insisted none could be brought 
out. Another reason was that practically 
nothing was known about them and he had 
a desire to study them intimately. There 
was no literature on the subject and no au- 
thorities, and the encyclopedias proved er- 
roneous. No end of ex entation was 
necessary to accomplish ends, and he 
endured countless hardships. He found, he 
says, that millions of foxes of an inferior 
breed in the Andes are the deadliest men- 
ace to the chinchillas and sure to extermin- 
ate them. The native trappers or “chinchil- 
leros,” who do nothing else, employing 
large wire traps, also make serious in- 
roads: and many Chilean laborers, paid a 
few pesos for a day's toll, find it more prof- 
itable to go out and get one or two pelts a 
year. The chinchilla is hunted to the last 
hole notwithstanding the efforts of the gov- 
ernments to encourage its protection. Red 
tape and official documents galore were 
requisite to bring out the local herd, Mr. 
Chapman declares.

otherwise are not seen. Their nights are 
spent at play. Notwithstanding the rigor- 
ous winter conditions of tneir native haunts 
they must have a dry, sunny climate. They 
are discontented on foggy days. A short 
cold season seems necessary to make the 
fur good, and Mr. Chapman is considering 
the removal of part of his herd to the San 
Bernardino Mountains or possibly the 
Grand Canyon region, Flagstaff, or Jerome 
in Arizona. 

The breeding season of the chinchilla 


twice annually and the period of gestation 
is 111 days. The litters include from one 
to four, but usually twins. The owner has 
started line breeding with the object of 
bringing the ‘litters uniformly to four 
and says the results already seem to justify 
his belief that he will succeed within five 
years. 

The animals have peculiar traits and in- 
stincts and much that is surprising could 
be written about them. It appears that 
here, too, “the female of the species is more 
deadly than the male” and under certain 
conditions she will kill her mate as ruth- 
lessly as some women that get into the 
press destroy men of whom they are jeal- 
ous or tired. 

They never leave their young alone in 
the nest.. If it is their first litter, one or 
both parents always may be found there; 
if a second or later, the brothers or sisters 
look after them. They are not allowed to 
come out for a month, but are able to take 
care of themselves when not many hours 
old. Twenty-four hours after birth they are 
so lively that indoor photos cannot be taken 
of them.

the officials of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture Weather Bureau hint, 
are merely sitrewd students of rainfall 


by exbaustive investigation of weather 
charts covering a long series of years. The 
devices used to force precipitation, the gov- 
ernment men intimate, are so much hocus 
pocus designed to impress the grower. All 
this will be of particular Interest to farm- 
ers in certain portions of California, where 
the “rain-makers” have bobbed up at in- 
tervals for mapy years. Here is what the 
department says about it in a recent bulile 
tin: “Persons claiming to be able to pro- 
duce rain—for a consideration—are always 
appearing on the horizon of the Weather 
Bureau, which is usually called upon to 
prove or disprove the assertions made by 
fakirs. through its current or accumulated 
reco Sometimes the amount of rain 
which the ‘rain-maker’ agrees to cause is 


actually less than the average recorded 


rainfall for the district in question; some 
times, dependihg on the credulity and gulli 
bility of those who subscribe to a ‘rain 
fund,’ the rainmaker has some mechanical 
device, such as a tower or gun, supposed 
to bring about precipitation, or he inti 
mates he will get results through prayer or 
invocation. No one has any way of check- 
ing up on bis claims before he disappears 
with the hard-earned dollars of the farmers 
who have, in sheer desperation and igno 
Trance, contributed money for rain.” 


had “got into the thing,” they decided 
it might pay to check up on a rain “wis 
ard“ by consultation with the daily Weath- 
er Bureau records. The news item states 
that “the rainmaker is silently making prep 
-arations to leave after failing by 0.6025 
‘of an inch to fulfill his contract for producing 
one and one-half inches of rain between No- 
vember 20 and December 20.” The stock 
men, it seems, employed a “timekeeper” 
after having actually put up $4006 to be 
paid to the weather magician. This “time 
keeper” made a study of the weather 
gauges at various points and at the end of 
the period of the supposed wonder-working 
of the “wizard” was able to show that on- 
ly 0.8975 of an inch had fallen. Even the “wis 
ards,” it would appear, occasionally guess 
wrong. 

It would seem that by this time intelli- 
gent growers everywhere would have ac- 
quired too much sense to put any reliance 
om the preposterous claims of the weather 
regulators, and without any promptings or 
suggestion. from Uncle Sam. Eagerness 
to grasp at the impossible pretensions of 
such opportunists still seems to exist, how- 
ever, upon the part of those who find them- 
selves baffled by Nature’s moods.

successful co-operative marketing or- 

ganizations is the Los Angeles County 
Asparagus Growers’ Association, formed 
last year by twelve local growers to facill- 
tate the disposal of the rapidly increasing 
output of their fields. The members con- 
trol 90 per cent of approximately 280 acres 
planted to asparagus in Los Angeles coun- 
ty and are putting out a carefully graded 
product under their own brand. Last sea- 
son 20,000 boxes were marketed through 
the association, which has a stall in the 
Ninth street market, and it is estimated that 
the production this year will show an in- 
crease of about 25 per cent. 


With the exception of S. O. Houghton of 
Van Nuys all the growers are Chinese, and 
among them are some of the best truck far 
ers in Southern California. The President 
is Joseph Woo, Van Nuys. Thomas G. 
Chung, Los Angeles, is vice-president; 
Johnson Sing, secretary, and C. O. Wong of 
Los Angeles, treasurer. Mr. Wong has 
two old plantings in the Fruitland district, 
long the only asparagus producing beds in 
Los Angeles county.

The, local 
boxes are so made because the “grass” is 
packed in loose, not bunched like it usu- 
ally is in other districts. In packing, the 
boxes are placed on the side and the stalks 
laid in carefully to insure a uniform pack. 

When the boxes are prepared, they are 
either placed in the basin or hauled direct- 
ly to the association stall in Los Angeles. 
The handiers say that this stall presents a 
busy scene along about 11 o'clock at nicht.“ 
but that the entire daily cut, which aver- 
ages around 300 or 400 boxes, is jobbed out 
by one o'clock in the morning. The Ninth- 
street market is an early one, and trading is 
at its highest during the early morning 
hours. 

Local growers cut until June, although 
cutting on the newer plantings will be 
stopped before then, as it does not pay to 
take the stalks from young beds over too 
long a season. The northern “grass” ship- 
ments are discontinued in April, when the 
cannery season begins, leaving the entire 
field to local growers. 

The success of this new growers’ market- 
ing association has been due to the attitude 
of the members in keeping up the quality of 
their output. They realize that if they are 
to successfully compete with the large sup- 
ply of northern asparagus sent into the Los 
Angeles markets, only the best from their 
fields can be offered for sale. The prem 
um which the local product demands over 


adherence to grading makes the securing of 
this premium possible. 


Lettuce Season Ends 
in Imperial 


BRAWLEY.—Brawley shipped 3013 of 
the 9655 cars of lettuce sent out of the 
the season just 
closed, according to the Federal Market 
Bureau. The total valley shipments from 
December 13, 1924, to April 8, 1925, when 
the market closed its local office, exceeded 
last season's output by 104 cars, and the out- 
put of the previous season by 1942 cars. 

The final report of the bureau estimates 
that from 50 to 90 percent of the crop was 
sold for cash f. o. b., or on wire orders, 
with the usual terms. The demand was 
active, and it was only after the peak of 
the season in the middle of March that any 
great volume of stock rolled unsold or un- 
consigned. The season was satisfactory on 
the whole. Sometimes the cash buyers 
considered the f. o. b. market on a higher 
basis than terminal prices justified, after | 
which their buying was curtailed tempo. | 
rarily, but the general market was but lit 
tle affected, for a strong wire demand would | 
aaa clean up most of stocks avail- 
able.

January and February patches 
for sale were scarce, and poor stands and 
adverse weather made it difficult to judge 
time of maturity and yields. Most patch 
buyers were unwilling to buy too far in ad- 
vance of cutting. The demand for patches 
ready for cutting was so great that prices 


advanced to a highly speculative basis. 
Early sales ranged around $125 to $200 an 
acre, but later, in January and February, 
$250 to $300 was the general price for good 
patches ready to harvest. A few extra fine 
patches in small blocks sold as high as $500 
and $525 an acre, but quality and yield on 
the latter were so much above the average 
that the buyers were able to'realize a profit 
even at these figures. Imperial Valley let- 
tuce was given very good distribution dur- 
ing the season. Many cities and towns for- 
merly receiving les#than-carlot supplies 
now receive regular supplies in carlots.” 


No new methods in marketing were devel- 


oped, but State-Federal shipping point in- 
spection increased in popularity among 
shippers and growers alike. Many buyers 
demanded United States grade specification 
before acceptance. The grading basis was 
almost entirely that of United States No. 
1. It is estimated that less than 10 per 
cent of all inspected met requirements of 
United States Grade No. 1, and for a con- 
siderable part of the lettuce deal it was un- 
der 5 per cent. When the quality was at 
its best, it exceeded 20 per cent. During 
the season 25 cars were certified as “Unit- 
ed States Fancy.” 

The general inferiority of the season's 
stock was due to adverse weather. Much of 
the crop was planted late, due to early 
spring water shortage. Farly freezes ham- 
pered the crop, and a prolonged warm pe- 
riod in February and March was a detri- 
ment. The freezes stunted some of the 
crop, and caused uneven maturity, necessi- 
tating three or four cuttings in fields where 
two are sufficient ordinarily. 

The early sizes were small, the yield 
was light and ranged from 100 to 120 crates 


The acreage for the year is estimated at 
23,000, as compared with about 20,000 the 
year before, and 14,000 in 1922-23. With 
better weather, it is believed, several thou 
sand cars more would have been shipped.

the couniry.

On the main floor are located the offices 
of General Manager Clark, and of Argyle 
McLachlan, company cotton expert, some 
of the land and cotton departments, and the 
cotton sample and buying «nd selling room.

It is 32x108 feet, with a north exposure, 
the entire length of the room from floor to 
ceiling being of glass. The soft, subdued 
tint, light blue, on walls and ceiling, and a 
system of adjustable window shades, com- 
bine to make it possible to have at any time 
of the day an ideal light.

John P. Macgill, 
the cotton classer, who has charge of the 
sample room, says the number given a bale

tification tag from gin to mill. 

Around these tables gather cotton buy- 

ers from all over the United States and rep- 
resentatives from Germany, Japan, England 
and other foreign countries, to buy cotton. 
Cotton is offered for sale not in single bales, 
but in lots. Thus, if a farmer has ten or 
twenty bales for sale, the bidder is sup- 
posed to bid for the lot. Bids are made on 
specially prepared tickets and deposited in 
a box resembling a ballot box. At 3 o'clock 
each day during the buying season the box 
is the bids recorded and the cotton 
sold, if the owner is satisfied with the of- 
fer made. 
Cotton growing in the Mexican portion of 
Imperial Valley is carried on more scien- 
tifically, perhaps, than in any other dis- 
trict in the country. Here attention is paid 
to every detail—preparation of soil. selec 
tion of seed, planting, irrigation, cultivation, 
chopping, fighting pests and picking. Many 
who lease land for cotton know little or 
nothing of the business and this has prompt- 
ed the company to organize a school of in- 
struction for the benefit of growers. A

It is expected to stimu- 
late not only cotton growing but other lines 
of agriculture and stock raising and fruit 
growing in Lower California, as it will offer 
speedy rail transportation to tide water in 
the Gulf of California. This will enable 
growers below the line to send their prod- 
ucts directly to a Mexican port, escaping 
the complications incidental to shipping 
across the international border.
